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REPORT OF SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE. 


At the annual meeting in March, 1908, the town voted 
to raise $4,000.00, and appropriate $4,000.00 for the pur- 
pose of erecting a new school house at North Woodstock, 
the sum not to exceed $8,000.00. Thomas L. Stewart, 
Elmer E. Woodbury, Daniel B. Baston, Mrs. Alice P. Em- 
- mons, Mrs. Sadie F. Baston and Mrs. Effie T. Smith were 
chosen a committee to act with full power in the premises. 


for quite a long time the question of a new school 
building had been agitated owing to the congested condi- 
tion of the old school houses and in connection with such 
agitation much had been said, pro and con, relative to the 
establishment of a High school. The committee at the 
outset took into cousideration the fact that there was much 
argument in favor of a High school and that there might 
be probable cause for the town to establish certain High 
school grades in the near future. With these seemingly 
reasonable facts at issue the committee unanimously agreed 
that it was advisable to erect a building that would accom- 
modate our present grades, and under the same roof provide 
room for such other grades as the town might see fit to es- 
tablish in the future. 


Another matter was also considered. Although some- 
what apart from the school question in a way, it was 
thought a good business proposition to include under the 
same roof room for our public library. The town had pre- 
viously raised $1,000.00 for the purpose of providing li- 
brary accommodations but for the reason that the sum 
seemed too small to provide a suitable building it had not 
been used for the purpose. The Library Trustees proposed 
to unite this building fund with the school building fund, 


4 


which would make a fund of $9,000.00 available for the 
work. The proposition was accepted and it was decided to 
erect a modern up-to-date building with four rooms on the 
ground floor (three for schools and one for the library) to 
be finished and space for three rooms on the second floor 
that could be finished when, in the future, they. were needed. 

Agreeably to these conclusions, the committee secured 
plans at a moderate cost of the school building at Enfield, 
N. H., also of one at Concord, N. H., and decided to build 
on Depot street, deeming it the most central location. The 
land was owned by the estate of Cora K. Bell and in charge 
of Hon. Nathan P. Hunt, administrator, who at first assur- 
ed the committee of his willingness to negotiate with the 
committee for the transfer of the land under the probate 
laws but for some reason later caused the committee much 
trouble and expense. An exhaustive review of this trouble 
is not necessary in this report, as it is well known to all 
that are interested. 

The construction of the building was contracted to Mr. 
J. S. Doane of Marblehead, Mass., he being the lowest bid- 
der, and whose figures were $9.000.00. The trouble above 
referred to caused a delay of three months and in the mean- 
time the conrtactor who had previously commenced of the 
excavation went into insolvency and could not go on with 
the work. Upon settlement with the Bell estate Sept. 11, 
it was thought advisable to go on with the work by the day, 
and Mr. John C. Gordon, who had been appointed to fill 
the vacancy on the building committee caused by the resig- 
nation of Mr. Stewart, was put in charge of the work. The 
committee was handicapped at the commencement by the 
causes above alluded to and at the close by cold weather 
which makes all building work more expensive, but not- 


withstanding all this and a considerable loss on account of 
the depreciation of building material, we are able to com- 
plete the building for a figure under the estimate made by 
the contractors and architect. 
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It will be seen by the annexed financial report that we 
have paid for the land $450.00; coal, $106.00; plans, 
$136.00; grading, $100.00; sewer, $150.00; a total of 
$942.00, which would have been over and° above Mr. 
‘Doane’s contract price of $9,000.00, had he gone on with 
the work. The grading and sewer work is estimated in the 
above figures as the work was not separated from the build- 
ing work but is very near correct. 


In conclusion we will say that we cannot make a final 


report before the close of the fiscal year, as there is yet 
some work to be completed and some bills to be paid, but 


we are in a position to state that in our opinion, should the 
town vote to apply what is needed of the proceeds from the 
sale of the old school houses to the new school building, 
there will be no need of raising or appropriating any more 
money. 


The building will be ready for oceupancy when the 
spring term of school begins. 

As regards the merits of our work we have nothing 
further to say. We have simply tried to do our duty, 
keeping in mind _ at all times the future welfare, health and 
comfort of our school children. 

Following is a financial statement showing the dispo- 
sition of the funds placed at our order.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The School Board respectfully submits to the citizens 
of Woodstock the following report for the year ending 
February 15, 1909. 


During 1908 and 1909 the Committee has had an un- 
usual number of duties to perform, caused by having to 
provide accommodations for the overflow of pupils at the 
Center and North Woodstock schools, by forming a super- 
visory district, and bv their part in obtaining the new 


school building. 


In September it was necessary to open another room. 
This meant the added expense of room, teacher, turnishings, 
supplies, fuel and janitor service. The eighth and ninth 
grade pupils from North Woodstock and the Center schools 
have occupied the new rooms and deserve, with their teach- 
er, much credit for the happy manner with which they have 
accepted the inconveniences of the accommodations. _ 


It is expected that the new building will be ready for 
occupancy at the beginning of the Spring term. 


The lot for a new school house at the Tannery has been 
purchased and it is expected that the house will be built 
very soon. 


The Center school needs remodeling and it is the plan 
of the committee to have some needed repairs made as soon 
as possible. 

We would call attention to the fact that children under 
five years of age will not be allowed to attend school. No 
pupils will be admitted after the fourth week of the Fall 
and Spring terms, unless fitted to enter some clsss already 
formed. 


The Committee wishes to express its approbation and

gratitude to the teachers, supervisor, and citizens for their 
willing and cheerful co-operation to advance the best inter- 
ests of our schools.

EFFIE T. SMITH, 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


Since my appointment to the office of Superintendent — 
of Schools in the district, which includes this town, much 
time has necessarily been spent by me studying the condi 
tions and needs of the schools and applying my ideas as 
fast as possible without endeavoring to revolutionize the ex- 
isting system. The greater portion of a superintendent’s 
time is devoted to a study of the schools under his charge, 
and the conditions in schools of other localities, applying in 
his schools any desirable features found in other fields, 
eliminating, as far as possible, objectionable and unscientific 
- ideas and practices from his schools, and especially to aid 
teachers in the management and conduct of classes and in- 
dividual pupils in such a manner as to make the schools 
most creditable to the towns and to carry out the will of the 
_ school board as representatives of the people. 


I found the schools of. Woodstock being ably looked 
after by an efficient and progressive board, consistent with 
the time, customarily devoted to the work. Owing to the 
relatively small list of visitors registered in the schools, few 
realize the conditions with which the board was grappling 
when I began my duties last April. The crowded condition 
of all rooms was remedied at the beginning of the Fall 
term by opening another room at North Woodstock, trans- 
porting pupils of the upper classes from the Center and 
making a new school of over twenty pupils. Although at 
present laboring with many inconveniences, we feel sure 
that Woodstock school system will run smoothly when the 
advantages of the modern building are realized next term. 


The pupils in nearly all the schools were grouped in 
grades but no standard requirements were established for 
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these grades and much confusion was inevitable. All 
grades are now pursuing work according to a definite course 
of study which I[ prepared and is about to be adopted by 
the board, and, although there are -some irregularities, the 
grades should work up to the requirements, which compare 
favorably with the best in New Hampshire and Massachu- 
setts according to our factlities. Few pupils are at present 
strictly up to the course and it will take time, and careful 
and continual oversight to do it. 


Efforts have been made to better the work and in- 
struct teachers in my ideas by meetings of the teachers, 
individual talks and by circular letters and tracts dealing 
with different phases of the school work, and | feel that 
such incentives are productive of renewed energy for ac- 
complishing the desired result—more efficient education. 
A system by which the work can be still better followed and 
directed, and the incidental details of the schools more 
effectively looked after will be started at the beginning of 
next term. 3 

Parents’ days have been instituted. | By these days, 
an effort has been made to mduce parents to be more act- 
ively interested in the school life of their children, to show 
our work exactly as it is done every day, without special 
attractions for the occasion. 


Improvements are ever in need. The accommodations 
at the Tannery are very crude, the location very unsightly 
for a school house and the promised building will be a bless- 
ing. The building at the Center is in great need of minor 
repairs, freshening and interior painting, and the work in 
such a large school can be conducted to much greater advan- 
tage if single seats can be installed to replace the battered, 
double, uncomfortable and antiquated type now in use. 
Some of this could well be done before the Spring term 
opens. Equipment for all schools is very meagre Not a 
decent map is to, be found, while material for primary 
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grades and teachers’ personal use in the conduct of all class- 
es is 4 minus quantity. Many of the texts are nearly use- 


less, the sets far from satisfactory as regards number and 
variety. New geographies and some grammars and _arith- 


metics the past year helped matters, and, when uniform 
texts in these subjects are provided, it will be well. A very 
judicial expenditure of the largest possible allowance for 
supplies and apparatus the coming year may remedy much 
of this condition. 

During the last school year (ending June ’08) 168 
pupils were registered, an average of 42 per teacher, aver- 
age attendance 29 and greatest number in one room was 63. 
The per cent of attendance for the town was 91. Five’ 
pupils were not absent or tardy during the year. 

My work has been facilitated to a large extent by con- 
scientious and efficient teachers who have worked with me 
during the year. With the prospect of improved facilities 
at hand and with proper cooperation of parents and citizens 
in the interests of the schools, the public school system of 
Woodstock need rank second to none in towns much larger 
in point of population in the state.
